Applicant submits that this article discloses a substrate with planar optical waveguides 
and a fiber attached thereon. The waveguides are formed by pouring a UV-curing monomer with 
a high refractive index than the surrounding substrate material into grooves formed on the 
substrate. The fiber lies in a V-groove of the substrate as disclosed'in the Figures. The reference 
does not disclose crossings, and in particular does not disclose the use of fibers crossing in a 
crossing area on a substrate.

Applicant submits that this reference describes an optical fiber coupler built from optical 
fibers. Figure 1 discloses that the coupling and slitting regions are built from optical fibers. 
DE 42 17 553 Al 

Applicant submits that this reference discloses the attachment of external fibers to an I/O 
chip.
